EQUAL WATER DIVISION 

The new agreement virtually 
agrees to an equal division of the 
waters between California and 
Arizona after taking out 300,000 
acre feet for Nevada’s share. 


The proposal was that Califor- 
nia deliver aproximately  two- 
thirds of the water which she 
claims from the Colorado river to 
Arizona. The Arizona delegation, 
upon arriving at the executive 
chambers for the opening of the 
conference, announced it had an 
answer prepared. ‘The answer 
was reported to be an acceptance 
of the proposal offered shortly be- 
fore midnight. 

ARIZONA TO ANSWER 

The Arizona delegation said that 
submission of its answer was pend 
ing decision by California on the 
proposal of the upper basin states. 
Members of the California delega- 
tion appeared worn and haggard 
after the all-night deliberation as 
they went into executive session 
in an endeavor to obtain clarifica- 
tion of some of the language Con- 
tained in the compromise pro- 
posal. 

ON NEW BASIS 

On the new basis California 
would receive 4,137,500 acre feet 
of water and Arizona 4,062,500 
acre feet of water. This is a dif- 
ference of 962,000 acre feet of 
water in the total claimed by Cali- 
fornia: prior to the submission of 


the compromise proposal.
